Minority of Council Commit- 
tee Takes Action in Defi- 
ance of Health Com- 
missioner. 


DENOUNCED BY DR. EVANS 


Amended Measure, He Declares, 
Would Cause a Famine in 
Lacteal Fluid in 
the City. 


Only six of the thirteen members of the 
city council health committee were present 


on the milk ordinance was finished, but 
four of the six decided at that hour that 
pasteurization of milk was ineffective and 
‘useless, if not dangerous. They voted for the 
repeal of the section of the milk ordinance 
requiring the pasteurization of milk from 
other than tuberculin tested cows. 

Health Commissioner W. A. Evans was 
red in the face from suppressed and ex- 
pressed emotions by the time a minority of 
the committee had reached this decision and 
had given it the effectiveness of a decision 
reached by a majority of a quorum. He 
viewed it as a species of “Jamming through“ 
such as has not been seen in many a day 
in the council committees. 

The only supporter Dr. Evans found in 
the depleted committee ranks was Ald. Tay- 
lor. Ald. Hey, Clancy, Emerson, and Utpatel 
voted for the repeal]. Ald. Evans, acting as 
chairman, did not ask to be recorded. Ald. 
Taylor tried to raise the point of no quorum, 
but was overruled.* 

We shal) appeal beyond you to the coun- 
eil,“ said the health commissioner in his last 
outburst of indignation. ‘‘If necessary, we 
will appeal to the people of the city whose 
health is concerned in the action you have 
taken. Argument is useless here. You came 
with your minds made up. You are satis- 
fied with the applause of the 800 milk dealers 
in whose interests you have acted.” 


May Increase Price of Milk. 


After the committee had adjourned Dr. 
Evans said the repeal of the pasteurization 
provision, with no other changes in the ordi- 
nance. would reduce the milk supply of the 
city to 7,000 cans a day, the present supply 
being over 30,000 cans, 

As the ordinance would stand if the amend- 
ment recommended by the committee were 
adopted and if no other changes in the meas- 
ure were made, only the milk from tuber- 
culin tested cows could be sold. 

“That means an increase in the price of 
milk and it means a milk famine," sald the 
health commissioner. ‘‘ The committee is 
responsible.“ ) 

The committee, however, has only half of 
its work done. It proposes to take up the 
Hey milk ordinance, which amends the pro- 
visions of the present law regarding the 
tuberculin test, and to present an entirely 
new measure to the council as a substitute 
for the present ordinance. 

At the end of the hearing it became ap- 
parent that the intention of the health de- 
partment opponents was to act on the ordi- 
nance which Ald. Hey introduced in the 
council June 28 providing for the testing of 
all dairy cows supplying the Chicago mar- 
ket within a year and eliminating the pas- 
teurization provisions entirely. 


Dr. Evans and Ald. Hey Clash. 


When this purpose was revealed Dr. Evans 
plainly told the committeemen his opinion of 
their actions. Ald. Hey in answer to the com- 
missioner made the statement that butter 
and cheese could not be included in the provi- 
sions of a restrictive milk ordinance. 

“You can’t make butter and cheese from 
pasteurized milk.“ said the alderman, “ and 
they don’t make them from the milk of tuber- 
lin tested cows.” 

„That is an incorrect statement, that is not 
a true statement, that is incorrect, that isa 
false statement, Dr. Evans, standing at the 
elbow of the alderman, said in sharp and 
energetic repetitions. 

It is a true statement,” the alderman re- 
plied. 

It is not true. It is false. It is absolutely 
false,’’ repeated Dr. Evans with more energy. 

„ don't want you to break in on me in 
that way,” said Ald. Hey. 

“You made a false statement and I toid 
you it was false. I tell you now it is false, 
insisted Dr. Evans. 

“Well, don’t you say it again,” the alder- 
man advised in a mildly threatening manner. 

„I Shall say it as often as you make it,“ 
replied the commissioner with still more en- 
ergy. 

Warning Given to Committee. 


Peace loving members of the committee 
jumped to their feet and yelled at the dis- 
putants to stop it. 

Ald. Utpatel took exception to a statement 
from Dr. Evans that if the committee pro- 
ceeded in accordance with its program of 
taking up the Hey ordinance as a substitute 
for the present law he would appeal to the 
citizens of Chicago, if any appeal to the 
council proved ineffective.

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SBA WALL SAVES GALVESTON 


Hurricane Attacks City, but 


Barrier Keeps Out Sea. 


PIER FALLS; 16 ARE KILLED. 


City No Longer Fears Disaster Like 
That of 1900. 


Galveston, Tex., July 21.—[Special.]—At- 
tacked by a hurricane almost as severe as 
that which killed thousands of persons and 
practically wrecked every building in the 
city, Galveston today weatheréd the storm 
with a loss of Hfe thought to have been only 
sixteen, and without greater property loss 
than would have attended the storm had it 
struck any other city of equal size. 

Not a life was lost in Galveston proper, so 
far as is known, but the hurricane demolished 
@ new tarpon fishing pier on the north jetty, 
across the bay, six miles from the city. It 
was here that the fatalities occurred, and it 
ig thought that there were only thirteen 
guests on the pier. These perished, with Capt. 
Bettison, the manager, and his wife and 
daughter. Fifty other fishermen had a nar- 
row escape from the fate that overtook the 
guests at the new pier. 


Galveston Sure It Is Safe. 

Galveston is assured now of its practical 
immunity from another disaster like that of 
1900. A general feeling of confidence has 
resulted from the splendid action of the sea 
wall, which resisted the onslaught of the sea, 
backed by the hurricane which beat in vain 
on the concrete wall seventeen feet high sur- 
rounding the city on the gulf side of the 
island. 

While the center of the hurricane passed 
just to the south of Galveston, the wind here 
gradually increased in velocity until 10:40 
o'clock, when it blew at the rate of seventy- 
eight milee an hour for a few seconds, the 
highest steady five minute blow being sev- 
enty miles an hour, 

Sweeping westward, the storm, which nad 
been raging generally over the gulf for 
twenty-four hours or more, struck Galves- 
ton shortly after 11 o'clock. The wind im- 
mediately shifted to the northeast, heav- 
ing the waters of Galveston bay up against 
the island and flooding that section which 
had not been raised. The water backed up 
into the main streets of the city, and fora 
time heavy loss was feared. The principal 
damage, however, was confined to the beach 
front, where bathhouses and pleasure piers 
were swept away, but shipping was undis- 
turbed. 


Good Cheer Message Prematuré. 

Before it was known generally that there 
had been any loss of life the mayor, other 
city officials, and leading business men 
joined in signing and sending to all the prin- 
cipal cities in the country the following mes- 
gage of good cheer: 

“The city of Galveston sends greetings to 
her sister cities—the people of the United 
States and the world—in that at this hour it 
just has passed through a most formidabie 
storm, manifesting in its course some of the 
most violent incidents of cyclonic disturb- 
ances, and its great sea wall has completeiy 
vindicated its efficiency and protected the 
city against dangers from the sea, leaving 
only such insignificant damages as are inci- 
dent to all storms. The city, its great busi- 
ness interests, and its people have safely 
passed through a most severe hurriéane. The 
sea wall proved a complete success. The 
city’s great wharves and shipping interests 
suffered no damage and not a life was lost. 


Hundreds Saved Along Coast. 

Beaumont, Tex., July 21.—Between 300 and 
500 persons who have been living in hotels, 
cottages, and tents along the gulf shore 
between High island and Bolivar, on the gulf 
and on the state railroad, are reported safe 
at High island. The relief train went down 
| today ee and 


| 
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the track to the bay. Boats were sent out, 
but when the train left there at 7 o'clock 
tonight nothing had been heard from the 
boat. 

At 9 o'clock, however, a boat was sent back 
to the point where the train had stopped and 

a telegraph wire was rigged up. A message 
was sent that every person from the gdif 
resorts was safe. 

The train sent out from Bolivar point this 
morning succeeded in getting through to 
High island and réturned to Bolivar, picking 
up on both trips every one between the two 
points. The water at Rollover and other 
resorts is from six to eight feet deep. Ten 
miles of the Gulf and Interstate railroad 
track has been washed away. 


Storm Threatens Rest of Texas. 

Washington, July 21.— Moving in a north- 
westerly direction, the storm which passed 
over Galveston about noon today with a 
velocity of 78 miles an hour, has passed into 
the interior of Texas with rapidly increasing 
intensity. The weather bureau announced 
that the vortex of the storm apparently 
passed near Galveston.

Her Marriage to John Lavery, , mer 
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! DRAWINGS WON HIS PRAISE. 


He Induced Her to Take Up Portrait 
Work and Develop Talent. 


Hazel Martyn Trudeau and John La- 
very, the English artist, were married yes- 
terday in London. The announcement of the 
wedding came as a surprise to Mrs. Trudeau's 
most intimate friends in Chicago. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. E. J. Martyn, died in London just 
one month ago after an operation for appen- 
dicitis, and for that reason the wedding was 
quiet. °* 

The news of the marriage came to Chicago 
in the shape of a cablegram from Mise Doro- 
thy Martyn, Mrs. Trudeau's sister, who is 
with her, to J. Ogden Armour, making the 
‘simple statement: Hazel will be married 
tomorrow to John Lavery.” 

This dispatch was received in the morn- 
ing, and later in the day Mrs. Robert A. 
Waller also received a message announc- 
ing that the wedding had occurred. 

John Lavery is known as one of the lead- 
ing portrait painters of the world and his 
pictures are hung in nearly every prominent 
gallery in Europe. Many of them have found 
their way to this country, both for private 
and public collections. He is a member of 
the Royal Society of Artists and president 
of the Society of Portrait Painters of Lon- 
don. His acquaintance with Mrs. Trudeau 
antedates her previous marriage to Dr. Ed- 
ward Livingston Trudeau Jr., which eccurred 
in December, 1908. 


Met Before First Marriage. 

It was the summer before her first mar- 
riage that Mre. Trudeau, then Hazel Mar- 
tyn and judged one of the most beautiful 
young women in Chicago, met John Lavery. 
She and her mother were passing the sum- 
mer at Concarneau, in Brittany, where quite 
a colony of English artists have their sum- | 
mer habitations, among them Lavery. 

Miss Martyn was just beginning to be 
aware that she had artistic talents, and all 
that summer she worked with chalk and 
dry point doing portraits that won encomi- 
ums from such men as Alexander Harrison, 
Lawton Parker, Lavery, and the others who 
were at Concarneau. 

Lavery, particularly, was impressed with 
the quality of her work, and he insisted to 
her mothef that she be given the opportunity 
to cultivate her talent under the best artista, 
She did study undér Chanine, the famous 
dry point etcher of Paris, for a considereble 
time, ¢hough he does not usually take pup: Is.

SHEA CONVICTED 
MAY GET 25 YEARS’ 


Found Guilty of Attempt 
to Murder Woman. 


Four Arrests Expected to Put 
4 Stop to Big Thefts of 
Goods on Arrival.

Cornelius P. Shea, 36 years old, of 222 West 
Thirteenth street, formerly president of the 
International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters, © 
who led the big team- 
sters’ strike in Chi- 
cago, was convicted 
of attempted murder 
by a jury this afternoon in special sessions 
before Judge Foster. The prosecuting wit- 
ness was Miss Alice Walsh, 24 years old, of 
407 West Thirtieth street. 

Shea's crime was one of the most brutal 
on record, He met Miss Walsh while lead- 
ing the strike in Chicago and brought her 
back to New York with him. Ee quarreled . 
with her in the apartment house at 223 West 
Thirteenth street on May 21 and stabbed her 
gnore than twenty-seven times with a pocket 
knife. The woman nearly died from the 
‘ severity of her wounds, but at last recov- 
ered and brought action against her assail- 
ant. 

Shea will be sentenced next Friday. The 
maximum punishment for the crime of which 
he was convicted is twenty-five years in 
prison.

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STRIKERS RAISE GRAFT CRY 


Walkout Near Pittsburg Resolves 
Itself Into Waiting Game. 


BUTLER WORKERS STILL OUT 


Say They’ll Stay Idle Till Granted De- 
mands in Writing. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 21.—The strike of the 
employés of the Pressed Steel Car company 
has resolved itself into a walting game on 
the part of both the strikers and the car 
company officials. 

After two conferences today between coun- 
sel for the car company and counsel for the 

trikers it was announced that nothing ap- 
-proaching a settlement had been reached. 
The conferences were explained as attempts 
on the part of the strikers te show the car 
company officials evidence of graft, under- 
pay, and general abuse received.at the hands 
of minor employés of the car company at 
the Schoenville plant. 

Attorney Beal, appearing for the car com- 
pany, stated that the strikers’ complaints, in 
a large degree, were misunderstandings with 
the timekeepers. Attorney McNair, for the 
strikers, claimed, however, that the men 
had suffered untold wrongs at the hands of 
the car company officials and that today’s 
conference, as far as the'strikers’ side was 
concerned, was partially successful, inas- 
much as the car company promised to in- 
vestigate certain claims of underpay. 


Strikers Will Stand Firm. 

The strikers to a man declared tonight 
that they will continue the strike until they 
receive satisfaction and what they consider 
their dues. A masemeeting of 12,000 persons 
was heid late in the day and on a vote the 
men declared they would aot return to work 
until the company agrees to their demands. 

The men also declared themselves as unan- 
imously in favor of a peaceful pursuit of 
their claims againet the company and 
pledged themselves to conduct the strike 
from now on without violence.

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STRIKE AT KENOSHA TANNERY 


Police and Deputy Sheriffs Guard 
Plant After Men Go Out. 


PROTEST BY GIRL WORKERS. 


Complain of Long Hours in Armour & 
Co.’s Ham Stitching Rooms. 


A strike of 700 men empboyed in the tan- 
neriles of N. R. Allen’s Sons in Kenosha be- 
gan yesterday, and it is likely that the en- 
tire force of 1500 men will be out today. 
Every police officer ahd deputy sheriff i: 
the city and county has been called for 
strike duty at the plant, which is the largest 
of its kind in the world. 

Strikers thronged the streets about the 
plant in the evening. The owners fear the 
local officers will be unable to cope with the 
situation and a call for troops may be made 
on Gov.

| death of Lieut. James N. Sutton of Portland, 
Ore., finished its third day’s session in the 
Naval academy auditorium today, only four 
witnesses out of the fifteen so far subpoenaed 
by the government had been examined. 
During the day’s session the judge advocate 
requested counsel for the interested parties 
to submit a list ot any other witnesses they 
might wish to summon. H. W. Van Dyke of 
counsel for Sutton’s mother, said after court 
that outside of Mrs. Rose Sutton Parker, sis- 
ter of Lieut. Sutton, there probably would be 
no witnesses beyond those on the government 
list, which includes a number of witnesses 
subpeenaed at the request of the Suttons. 


Hearing Not Nearly Finished. 


Both the direct and cross examination of 
the four young officers of the marine corps 
who were present at the fight when, as they 
have all testified, Sutton shot himself has 
been lengthy and the hearing is likely to 
| drag along for several days. Henry E. Davis, 
| chief counsel for the Suttons, had not much 

more than started his cross examination of 
| Lieut. Edward 8S. Willing, now attached to 
the marine barracks at the navy yard in 
Philadelphia, when the hearing was ad- 
journed for the day. 

In a féw minor points, referring principally 
to the description of the immediate scene of 
the tragedy, Mr. Davis succeeded in showing 
discrepancies in Lieut. Willing’s testimony 
at this and the former inquiry, In essential 
particulars Lieut. Willing's story differed 
little from that of his brother officers. 


Says Adams Punched Sutton. 


Willing, who was officer of the day at the 
marine camp and was routed out by Lieuts. 
Utley and Bevan when Sutton was running 
wild in camp with two revoivers prior to the 
tragedy, as former witnesses had testified, 
was the first man to say that he reached the 

scene of the tragedy in time to see Adams 
| punching Sutton. 

Lieut. Bevan, who ran down to the place 
where they had all heard the first shots, al- 
most at this same time as Lieut. Willing, 
testified that he saw no blows exchanged. 
As Lieut. Willing on cross examination de- 
scribed Sutton, either standing or on his 
knees, with Adams holding him by the back 
of the neck with one hand and punching him 
with the other, it was too much for Mrs, 
Parker, who sat directly opposite the witness. 


Sister Scoffs at Witness. 


She smiled incredulously at Willing, and, 
turning to Mr. Van Dyke, one of her counsel, 
said indignantly: 

Imagine a wild man, as they describe my 
brother to have been, standing up with a 
revolver in each hand and taking a punching 
like that. It is wholly incredible.”’ 

If subdued sneers and incredulous smiles 
would have disconcerted the witnesses they 
would have been hopelessly squelched by 
those frequently directed at them by Mrs. 
Parker and Mrs. Sutton. 

A long and earnest discussion of the case 
between Maj. Leonard and:Mrs. Sutton and 
her daughter at Carvel hall last night bore 
fruit today during Lieut. Willing’s testimony, 
when the judge advocate asked the witness 
if he thought the punching Sutton got would 
have killed him or if thr witness had any 
way of knowing whether Sutton was dead 
before the last shot was fired. 


Thinks Son Was Beaten to Death. 


It is known that Mrs. Sutton impressed 
upon Maj. Leonard her belief that her son 
was beaten to death and afterward shot. 
The witness answered these questions in the 
negative and said there was no doubt in his 
mind that Sutton pulled the trigger of the 
revolver when he was shot. 

Willing testified that he took the 38 caliber 
service revolver from Sutton’s right hand 
after the shooting, but could not remember 
what became of it after that. It was sup- 
posed to have got into the hands of Sergeant 
De Hart, who threw it away. He will bea 
witness. 

Willing, who stood within two feet of Sut- 
ton's head, saw no other revolver at the 
time, he said. Adams and Bevan thought it 
might have been the smaller revolver with 
which Sutton shot himself. 

Lieut. Bevan created a stir in court today 
when he testified that six weeks prior to the 
shooting Sutton had told him that life in 
the marine corps had no attraction for him 
and that some day he would shoot himself. 
Lieut. Willing will be recalled on cross- 
examination as the first witness tomorrow.

Miller, Mrs. Lucy Say ler, and John C. Grun- 
den, charging them with murder in the first 
degree, and against Ira Grunden as an ac- 
cessory after the fact, charging that he did 
‘‘harbor, conceal, and assist the other 
three, knowing them to have committed the 


crime charged. ; 

The indictment against the three princi- 
pals contains fourteen counts, charging them 
with the shooting in different ways, and one 
count charging that Miller committed homi- 
cide alone and that Mrs. Sayler and John 
Grunden previously advised and encouraged, 
aided, and abetted him. 


Hitch in Ira Grunden’s Case. 

The grand jurors readily voted the indict- 
ments against the three ‘principals, but de- 
clined to indict Ira Grunden as & partici- 
pant in the shooting. There was some op- 
position to finding indictments against 
him and seven jurors are said to have voted 
in favor of setting him free. Ira Grunden 
is a brother of Mrs. Sayler and a son of 
John Grunden. The evidence showed that 
he was under the influence of Hquor and 
had gone to bed in amother room some time 
before the shooting occurred and was aroused 
by the noise of the pistol and the disturbance 
that accompanied the killing of Sayler. The 
jurors did not believe there was enough evi- 
dence to connect him directly with the shoot- 
ing, but finally voted to hold him or the 
minor charge. 

Ira Grunden was arrested at Watseka with 
Dr. Miller’s pistol in his pocket, after the 
verdict of the coroner's inquest. Mrs. Sayler 
is said to have given the weapon to him to 
deliver to State's Attorney Pallissard. 


Three Principals Stay in Jail. 

Judge Hooper fixed the amount of bail to 
be required of Ira Grunden at $1,000. The 
three principals can be admitted to bail only 
after a special hearing before the court. It 
is not known whether Ira Grunden can give 
the required bond. 

Dr. Miller and Mrs. Sayler made no spe- 
cial comment on the finding of the grand 
jury, apparently having expected it. John 
C. Grunden and Ira complained with some 
bitterness that they were being unjustly 
prosecuted. 

Some evidence tending to show a conspir- 
acy between Miller, Mrs. Sayler, and John 
C. Grunden for the killing of Sayler was 
brought out, in addition to the evidence be- 
fore the coroner’s jury. A neighbor of Dr. 
Miller testified that he saw John Grunden 
go to Miller’s house the morning before the 
night of the shooting and come out with 
Miller's pistol, which he put in his pocket as 
he walked away. 


Bloody Shirt Waist Helps. 

The finding of Mrs. Sayler’s shirt waist with 
the print of a bloody watch chain on the cuff 
and her skirt stained with a like ma R. boch 
matching the chain worn by her husband at 
the time he was struck down, was related 
by one witness. Other damaging facts were 
placed before the grand jurors, most of whom 
are said to have placed little crecverce in thé 
stories told by the Grundens and Mrs. Say- 
ler at the inquest. ft is ex ted that the 
indicted persons will be tri-d at the Novem- 
ber term of the Circuit court. 


MORGAN AND CIGAR RETURN;

New York, July 21.—J. Pierpont Morgan, 
who departed for his annual European trip 
on Feb. 2 last, came back to New York to- 
night feeling well and smoking a big black 
cigar. He said he expected to be at his desk 
in the financial district tomorrow. 

Concerning the attempts of American finan- 
ciers, headed by himself, to list United States 
Steel common on the Paris bourse, Mr. Mor- 
gan would say but little. 

That,“ he said, is in the hands ot the 
French government and mu&t work itself out. 
It is a matter of time.“ 5 

He would make no prediction as to the 
outcome of the negotiations, nor would he 
give an opinion as to whether the cabi-

On the subject of art the financier talked 
even less, if that is possible, than he did of 
steel. He declined to say what new treas- 
ures he had purchased abroad or whether he 
would bring any of his London collection to 
New York in the event of tariff adjustment 
favorable to the importation of art objects.

No Backdown on Tax Law. 


As one means advanced for minimizing op- 
position’ to the bill it was proposed to the 
president today that he agree to the repeal 
of the corporation tax within two years from 
the day of its enactment. The president has 
declined to do anything of the kind. He 
feels that the corporation tax amendment 
will give the federal government the author- 
ity over interstate corporations which is es- 
sential to their proper regulation. 

This amendment by no means represents 
his entire corpofation program. But as he 
has said, it is a step im the right direction 
and he is determined that. it shall be. taken. 

The opposition to the amendment contin- 
ues, and railroads have been drawn into it. 
They object strongly to the provision de- 
scribing the method by which the net income 
of a corporation shall be ascertained, under 
which there must be deducted interest paid 
on bonded or other indebtedness to the 
amount of such bonded or other indebted- 
ness, not to exceed the paid up cepital 
stock of the corporation outstanding. 

It is asserted that this provision will work

In the course of the day's session the 
entire zinc schedule was adjusted. Spelter 
was made dutiable at 1% cents per pound, 
which is a reduction from the senate rate 
of 1% cents and an increase from the house 
rate of l cent. All of the senate differentials 
were adopted. Zinc in sheets will be dutiable 
at 1% cents, and sheets coated or plated 
with nickel or other metal at 2 cents. The 
house rate of 1 cent for old and worn out 
zinc fit only to be remanufactured was 
adopted. 


Senators Recede on Acids. 

The senate conferees receded from their 
amendment doubling the house rate of 5 
cents a pound on salicylic acid. Tungsten 
ore, which is used in the manufacture of 
ferro alloys, one of the chief component 
parts in the manufacture of tool steel and 
steel parts of automobiles, was made dutia- 
ble at 10 per cent ad valorem instead of 15 
per cent as fixed by the senate.

The leaders 
claimed Ahat thirty-nirfe members had sig- 
nified their intention of standing together 
for duties on hides, coal, iron ore, and oil, 
and for higher rates on lumber than the house 
provided. They also claimed that the rep- 
resentatives who opposed the corporation 
tax provision would swell this number to 
forty-five. 

The advisability of voting against the con- 
ference report if it provides for these free 
raw materials will be discussed at a meeting 
tomorrow. 


DEALERS PLEAD F FOR POOR MAN. 


Manufacturers Tell Taft Duties on In- 
ferior Wool Are Greater than on 
the Better Grades. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—{Special.]—A 
delegation representing 95 per cent of the 
ready made clothing manufacturers of the 
country called upon President Taft at the 
White house today to explain their position 
in regard to the tariff. 

The visit was inspired by criticisms of their 
action in announcing a 25 per cent increase in 
the price of woolen clothes, although the new 
tariff bill does not increase the Dingley rates 
on wool in any particular. 

The delegation included S. J. Cline of Chi- 
cago, D. Sonneborn of Baltimore, and Frank 
R. Chambers and William Goldman of New 
York. 

The trouble with the Dingley rates—which 
are repeated in the present bill, the manufac- 
turers said—is that the duties levied on wool 
from which the poor man’s clothes are made 
are greater than the duties upon wool used 
in the higher class of clothes. They declared 
that the wool dealers are now ready to ad- 
vance the price on wool used in the poor 
man's raiment,“ and that to prevent this jn- 
crease reductions in the Dingley rates are 
necessary. iii 

The manufacturers favor an ad valorem 
duty on wool according to its grade, making 
the higher grades more heavily dutiable than 
the lower ones. 


Wool Men Deny Big Advance. 


New York, July 21.—Recent statements 
that “ advances in the prices of woolen fab- 
rics, resulting from the operation of the 
Dirgley bill, wili add 20 or 25 per cent to the 
retail cost of men's clothing’ are denied 
in a statement issued today by the American 
Agsociation of Woolen and Worsted Manu- 
facturers, which includes a majorſty of the 
woolen and worsted mills in the United 
States. The statement says: 

“Such advances as have been made in the 
prices of fabrics have added at the most 
only a few cents to the cost of the material 
entering into a suit of clothes, and are due 
not to any combination among the mills nor 
to any tariff changes, but solely to-the re- 
covery of the wool market from the decline 
which followed the panic of 1907. 

„While the association has no comment to 
make upon the apparent desire of the cloth- 
ing mahufacturers to obtain greater profits 
it does protest against being held responsible 
for these increases and desires to enlighten 
the public in general and the authorities at 
Washington in particular, as to the true 


cause of such increases.”

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CORPORATION TAX 


‘Assessors and Reviewers Ar- 
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Larger Valuation Placed on Per- 
sonal Property of Busi- 
ness Houses. 
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An understanding has been reached be- 
tween the board of assessors and the board 
of review, whereby the local taxing bodies 
will assess the capital stock tax on Illinois 
corporations whose main offices are in Cook 
county, the business of which is mining, 
manufacturing, or stock breeding. That a 
test may be made of the right to tax the 
capital stock of mercantile corporations, an 
assessment will be made against ten of the 
largest local companies of this nature. 

“We want to get a test case on the mer- 
eantile corporations,“ said Roy O. West yes- 
terday. ‘‘ We would,like to have the matter 
settled before next year, but as there seems 
to be a difference of opinion between our at- 
torneys and Attorney General Stead as to 
whether the tax on the capital stock of mer- 
cantile corporations should be assessed by 
the loca! board of assessors or the state board 
of equalization, we will have to let the courts 
settle it. 

As soon as the reviewers get through in- 
yestigating the personal property assess- 
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ments they will take up the question of the 
capital stock tax. It will remaip for the 
board to find out the actual market value of 
the stock of all the corporations to be as- 
sessed, for, according to the interpretation 
of the law by the Supreme court in the Chi- 
cago teachers’ case, the tax must be levied 
upon the excess in the market value of the 


- stock over and above the value of the prop- 


erty of the company, real and personal. 


Shay Estate Put on Books. 

The members of the board of review in 
their seesion of the day found considerable 
property in estates which had not been as- 
sessed. It was discovered that the estate of 
Thomas J. Shay had not been assessed. The 
trustees showed that of the original $109,410 
of personal property and cash belonging to 
the estate all but $30,000 had been disbursed.

proaches Aeroplane Record. 


MAKES TWO MORE FLIGHTS. 


Distinguished Guests See Work of Avi- 
ator at Fort Myer, Va. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—In two short 
flights in the Wright aeroplane this evening 
at Fort Myer, Va., Orville Wright closely 
approached the world’s aeroplane speed rec- 
ord, attaining an average velocity of fifty- 
four and one-half miles an hour as computed 
by Wilbur Wright, who held the stop watch 
on the machine for half a dosen rounds of 
the course. 

On the first flight the air craft remained 
aloft only one minute ana thirty-nine sec- 
onds, the aviator being forced to descend by 
losing a cog wheel on the magneto after mak- 
ing his second round of the course. On his 
second flight, after the cog had been replaced, 
the aeroplane swiftly circled a dozen times 
around the course, which is five-sixths of a 
mile in cireumference. Certain changes 
in the gearing of the motor and propellers 
which were intended to give the machine a 
higher speed had been effected earlier in the 
day.

Ald. Utpatel delivered a mild rebuke to the 


commissioner. 

We feel that Dr. Evans has been unfair 
and has not treated us with the consideration 
with which he has been treated here, said 
the alderman. ‘' His threat to appeal to the 
people was out of place and unnecessary and 
uncalled for. We are entirely willing that he 
should carry out this threat, but we do not 
think he should have made it. It has not in- 
fluenced us, but we have decided to take up 
only the pasteurization provisions of the 
law. 

“The Hey ordinance will be postponed for 
further consideration at a later period. We 
are not moved by Dr. Evans’ threat in post- 
poning consideration, but we will vote merely 
on the pasteurization, and I now move all 
reference to pasteurization be stricken from 
theordinance wherever found.”

The opponents of the law considered that 
their cause had been advanced materially by 
the report of Dr. Biehn, city bacteriologist, 
of the analysis of milk from various hos- 
pitals and from wagons on the streets, from 
stations and from the pasteurizing plants. 

Comparisons of raw and pasteurized milk 
were presented and Ald. Hey and Clancy had 
a particularly enjoyable time of it when the 
report revealed the presence of as high as 
25.000.000 bacteria in a specimen of pasteur- 
ized milk taken from one of the hospitals. 

In one analysis the pasteurized milk was 
discovered to be free from bacteria. a condi- 
tion not found in any of the raw milk, 
On the other hand; the pasteurized milk 
presented illustrations of congested bacteria 
population which the raw milk did not ap- 
proach. 

Amused by Bacteria Exhibits. 
very time Dr. Biehn came across a thriv - 
ing settlement of bacteria in pasteurized 
milk with a population running over 15,000,- 
000 or 20,000,000 Hey and Clancy took pleas- 
ure in examining that report carefully and 
enjoying it with many grins. 

Dr. Evane endeavored to establish the 
fact that the typhoid, tuberculosis, and other 
dangerous bacilli could not exist in the pas- 
teurized milk, and the further fact that the 
pasteurized showed an average of 25 per 
cent less bacteria than the raw. 

“Do you know what these bacteria are?“ 
Hey asked Dr. Biehn after Dr. Evans had 
made his statement. 

The bacteriologist admitted that he had 
not made an analysis to’ discover. 

There might be tubercle germs among 
them?’ Hey asked. 

There might, said Dr. Biehn. 
hardly possible, but there might.“ 

And typhoid, scariet fever, diphtheria, 
and other germs?” 

"TI don't know. I do not know what they 
are.“ 

He added that the tubercle germs lost their 
virulence when the milk was subjected to 
a temperature of 140 degrees F., and that 
typhoid, diphtheria, and other bacilli were 
killed at 156 F., the safe presumption be- 
ing that none of them were among the mil- 
lions of inhabitants found in the tests of the 
pasteurized milk, 

But you don’t Know that, Hey insisted. 

“The tests were not made to determine 
it,’ said Dr. Bienhn. 


Quotes ‘Words of Physicians. 

Dr. Evans, in presenting his ‘‘semi-final” 
arguments against the Hey proposition, sub- 
mitt the testimony of a number of the 
most eminent physicians in the country, lay- 
ing particular stress on a statement of Dr. 
H. L. Colt, who had written a letter to Ald. 
Hey in which he said that ineffective com- 
mercial. pasteurization produced a worse 
milk supply than no pasteurization. 

In answer to this Dr. Evans produced an- 
other sotter from Dr. Coit which said his 
views had not been given accurately aud that 
he believed in pasteurization, if under com- 
petent government supervision such as pro- 
posed in the Chicago ordinance, the most 
effective expedient immediately at hand for 
the protection of the milk supply. 

Dr. Evans also had placed in the record 
quotations from federal authorities, includ- 
ing Dr. M. J. Rosenau, director of the hy- 
gienic laboratory; H. W. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau of chemistry; John F. Anderson, as- 
sistant director of the hygienic laboratory; 
J. R. Mohlar, chief of the pathological divi- 
sion; B. Meade Bolton, sanitary dairy expert; 
A. D. Melvin, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry; William C. Woodward, health offi- 
cer ot the District of Columbia; J. W. Trask, 
public health and marine hospital service; 
J. M. Mager, assistant surgeon general; L. L. 
Lumsden, public health and marine hospital, 
and Joseph H. Kastle, chief of the division 
of chemistry. 

Views of Hygienic Experts. 


Dr. Rosenau, commenting on the Chicago 
ordinance, wrote: 

I am especially pleased to sec that in sec- 
tion 1 you require milk and cream from cows 
not tuberculin tested or not free from tuber- 
culosts to be pasteurized. In my opinion it ig 
little short of a crime to permit such milk to 
be used unless pasteurized. I am entirely in 
sympathy with the movement and indorse it 
in no uncertain terms.” : 

Dr. Wiley wrote: I am a believer in pas- 
teurization. I realize that it is not possible at 
the present time to get clean fresh milk in 
sufficient quantities to supply the present 
demands. Until this can be accomplished I 
belleve pasteurization is a wise provision.”

Stenographer Tells Police. 
Fearing this would interfere with Mr.

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PASTOR DENIES HE HAS QUIT 


Scandal Tale Angers the Rev. Dr. 
Farmer of De Kalb. 


THREATENS TO PROSECUTE. 


Denies Trouble with His Wife, Saying 
He Ie on Vacation. 


Threats of prosecution for his alleged tra- 
ducers and a denial that he had resigned as 
pastor of the First M DB. church of De Kalb 
were made by Dr. John E. Farmer in Mul- 
waukee Tuesday, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived from that city last night. 7 

This was the first word that had been re- 
ceived from the churchman since his sudden 
disappearance from, De Kalb a week ago 
following the circulation of an “affinity” 
story with which the pastor’s hame was con- 
nected. The minister was a guest for a day 
of the Rev. C. G. R. Bulley, pastor of the 
West Allis M. E. Church of Milwaukee. 

Dr. Farmer told Mr. Bulley that there wae 
no foundation for the scandalous stories that 
had been circulated about him and that he 
had retained an attorney and was preparing 
to prosecute the persons responsible for 
the slanderous gossip. He asserted that two 
Seattle blackmallere had.attempted to secure 
$1,000 from him and when their demands were 
refused they set the stories afloat. 

Denies Trouble with Wife. 

‘There is no trouble between myself and 
my wife,“ the minister said. “She is now 
away on a vacation, visiting an aunt Mrs. 
Moore, in Redlands, N. J. We are very fond 
of each other there is no trouble.” 

Dr. Farmer ts indignant et the publicity 
given his alleged difficulties. He asserted 
that since leaving De Kalb he had been vieit- 
ing a brother in Sheboygan. His ministerial 
acquaintances in Milwaukee said last night 
that he had left thet city for Sheboygan. 

In answer to the reports that he had quit 
his church under a cloud, Dr. Farmer showed 
what to be a permit from the 
trustees of his church for a vacation during 
the months of July, August and September. 
He said, however, that he did not expect to 
return to his church work in De Kalb, but 
would resign and engage in business at the 
expiration of his ation period. 

The Rev. Claude Moore, district super- 
intendent ef the De Kalb conference, said 
last Sunday night that Dr. Farmer had sub- 
mitted his resignation to him the Tuesday 
previous and the resignation had been ac- 
cepted. Asked if by this resignation Dr. 
Farmer severed all connection with the 
Methodist church in @ ministerial capacity, 
Mr. Moore said: 

„Hie resignation ends it as far as this con- 
ferencé is concerneds’ 


Trustee Is Surprised. 

Samuet E. Bradt, one of the trustees of the 
De Kalb church, expressed surprise last 
night when told that Dr. Farmer had said 
that he had not resigned his De Kalb pulpit 
and had erhibited a permit for a three 
months’ vacation. . 

“ You will have to ask Dr. Moore about the 
resignation,”’ he said, but it is my under- 
standing that it was accepted. Dr. Farmer 
was granted a vacation through August, as 
is customary, by the board, several weeks 
before he resigned. The vacation was to have 
been four weeks, I believe.“ 

Mr. Bradt said that he had heard nothing 
from Dr. Farmer since the ex-pastor had left 
De Kalb.

Congress should authorize the secretary 
of the treasury to sell 3 per cent bonds 
whenever money is needed for the isthmian 
canal. The government began paying for 
the work out ef surplus revenues, but it 
cannot keep on doing so, for the surpluses 
have ceased, There must be a resort to 
bonds, and properly so. The canal will 
be a benefit to posterity for all time, and 
it should bear the cost of construction. 
Considering the straitened condition of the 
treasury, there can be no objection to 
putting in it through ‘a sale of bonds the 
money paid out of current revenues on 
canal account. | 

The new bonds should not be made 
available as the outstanding issues are, 18 
a basis of circulation, or as security for 
deposits of government funds. Bonds de- 
void of these artificial advantages will 
have to be made attractive By a higher 
rate of interest than the government has 
been paying. But for those advantages it 
could not have floated 2 per cent bonds at 
par, and it is a question whether it could 
dispose at par of many more of them 
even if made available for circulation. 

If 3 per cent bonds were issued with 
that privilege attached to them the inevit- 
able effect would be to force down the 
market price of the 2 per cent bonds, 
which has been as high as 108, but is 
now only a point or two above par. The 
Chicago bankers are sound in their con- 
tention that the proposed 3 per cent bonds 
should appeal to investors and not to the 
banks. The former will not touch 4 2 
per cent bond. A 8 per cent bond, with 
its absolute security, should attract them. 
If it could not be sold at par to investors, 
then it should be seid at the market price. 

There is another and better reason why 
the new bonds should not be made a basis 
of circulation, even with a higher tax on 
circulation than that on the bank notes 
based on the 2 per cent bonds. It is that 
enough and more than enough bonds for 
“currency purposes are out now. To put 
out more would simply make currency re- 
form more difficult.‘ It would be impossi- 
ble to break away from a bond secured 
currency with its inelasticity and its pos- 
sibilities of inflation if the supply of bends 


to be increased.

Bolivia has an area of 708,000 square 
miles, Argentina an area of over 1,000,- 
000. But more than a fifth of the popu- 
lation of Argentina is in Buenos Aires. 
The country over, there are fewer than 
five people to the square mile. Area 
counts for nothing in this case. Dis- 
tances are great and means of communi- 
cation poor. Bolivia rests secure up on 
the roof of South America. For Argen- 
tine troops to reach La Pas would be an 
exceedingly dificult undertaking. For Bo- 
Mylan troops, fewer in number, to get far 
from their mountain homes would be mil- 
itary folly. 5 
The topographical conditions are such 
that it will be easy for each eguntry to 
indulge in a good deal of “back talk” 
without much more than irregular border 
fighting. There is more likelihood of an 
increase of the bitter feeling between the 
states than of much bleodshed. Such

Sir Emile was undoubtedly half insane, 
Indeed, it was on the strength of affidavits 
of the late William E. Gladstone, of Lord 
Currie, of Sir Robert Mead, under secretary 
of state for the colonial department, and of 
Sir Percy Anderson of the foreign office 
(with which the baronet has been connected 
tor a number of years), regarding his delu- 
sions, that the court of chancery made an 
order in 1801 granting the custody of his 
daughter to her mother. 

Afterward Sir Emile was under the treat 
ment of the late Sir William Gull, of Dr. 
Bordesley, and of other eminent physicians 
and specialists for mental ailments, besides 
being in the custody of an alienist for more 
than a year. Had this been known it is 
doubtful whether Sir Emile would have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining his papers of natyratr- 
gation as a citizen of the United States. He 
was proud of his citizenship, and in writing to 


Brooks, two of the most important clubs in 
London, to which he belonged up to the time 
of his death, always begged that they should 
address him as Mr. E. Stepney.“ since on

With the death of Prince Anthony Bulkow- 
ski, the Prussian-branch of this one time im- 
portant princely and ducal house becomes 
extinet.

Thie is on the whole fortwhete., since of 
the formerly vast possessions of these Prus- 
sian Sulkowskis virtually nothing remains, 
their great estates near Lissa, in the prov- 
ince of Posen, being mortgaged up to the 
very hilt, and all their superb art treasures 
long since being dispersed. 

Their connection with the Austrian Sul- 
kowskis is remote. In fact, it is necessary 
to go back to the middle of the eighteenth 
century in order to establish any relation- 
ship. The chief of the Austrian Sulkowskis 
is Prince Joseph, who is likewise duke of 
Bielits; a most eccentric creature, who can- 
not set foot in Austria or visit his vast es- 
tates there owing to the fact that he is a 
fugitive from an Austrian linatic asylum, to 
which he was committed as insane. He h 


the German courts have pronounced him 
to be possessed of his reason and perfectly 
capable of managing his own affairs. Up to 
the time of his commitment he disposed 
of enormous wealth, never traveled anywhere 
but by special train, always insisted on hir- 
ing an entire hotel to himself, and used to 
carry about with him all over Europe a 
private circus, with a menagerie of wild an- 
imals, for his own private amusement. 

His first wife was his sister's governess, 
whom he married with the avowed intention 
of exasperating his father. He succeeded 
in this filial project, for the old gentleman 
had a fit, to which he succumbed within a 
few hours. Immediately after his father's 
death he discarded the ex-governess, and 
when she obtained a divorce from him he 
married one of the bareback riders of bis 
private circus of the name of Ida Jaeger, 
who was clever enough to get him judicially 
declared insane in Austria before he had time 
to get rid of her.

Walking Correctly.

Relining a Jacket.

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_ PATTEN UNLOADS 
> BiG WHEAT LINES 


Bull Leaders Take Profits on 
4,000,000 Bushels, Break- 
ing Market Sharply. © 


ARMOUR IS LEADING LONG 


Is Principal Holder of Septem- 
ber; Corn and Oats Have a 
Sympathetic Decline. 


James A. Patten and his followers added 
materiaHy to their bank accounts yesterday, 
when they took profits on about 4,000,000 bu 
September and December wheat, and inci- 
dentally were instrumental in smashing 
values in the pit. In addition to the selling 
by the Patten crowd other local longs were 
heavy sellers, and the Armour interest was 
also given credit for unloading part of their 
line of September, while eleventh hour bulls, 
who have been tailing on after the big oper- 
ators, were busy selling on stop loss orders 
all through the session. Altogether it was 
estimated that about 7,000,000 bu long wheat 
was dumped on the market, and considering 
the quantity placed on sale prices held re- 
markably steady. 


Patten Nearly Out of July. 

Not only has Patten unloaded several mil- 
lion bushels of the deferred deliveries during 
the last few days, but he has practically sold 
out his big Une of July. On the bulge to 
$1.20 a few days ago he was credited with 
taking profits on about 5,000,000 bu, and has 
sold steadily the last week. The amount 
he has left, it is understood, will not worry 
him any. The close followers of Patten have 
also trimmed down their lines to small pro- 
portions, and are prepared to wait develop- 
ments in regard to spring wheat and the 
effect on prices of the movement of new 
winter wheat before again engaging heavily 
in the market. Patten’s profits on his trades 
since the May deal are estimated at from 
$500,000 to $750,000. 

The withdrawal to a large extent at least 
. Of the Patten clique from the bull side of the 
wheat market leaves the leadership of the 
tongs with the Armour Graincompany. This 
interest is understood to be long an immense 
line of September, variously estimated at 
from 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 bu. 


Prices Hold Fairly Steady. 

The effect of the enormous selling pressure 
on the market was not so pronounced as ex- 
pected it would be when the buils unloaded, 
values breaking only from 1% to Me, and it 
was a mystery where the wheat found a rest- 
- ing place. Nearly every cof{mission house 

appeared to have more selling than buying 
orders, but still there was nothing that ap- 
proached demoralization. On the decline 
many resting orders were uncovered, which 
added to the generally weak tone, but there 
were no wild and erratic fluctuations, such 
as have characterized every previous at- 
tempt to take profits on a big scale. The 
opening was steady and values eased off 
gradually throughout the session, resting 
= being at about the low point of the 
y ; 


Heavy Cash Offerings Factor. 

The main factor inducing the heavy liqui- 
dation was the increasing volume of offerings 
of new wheat. All reports from the interior, 
where thrashing of winter wheat has been 
making rapid headway for the last ten days, | 
indicate that the yield win be larger than ex- 
pected, and that in the majority of instances 
the farmers will be ready to sell at current 
quotations. With ideal weather conditions in 
the northwest, where the spring wheat is 
rapidly approaching maturity under the most. 
_favorable conditions, the bulle evidently con- 
sidered “a bird in the hand worth two in the 
bush,” and as quietly as possible changed 
their paper profits Into cold cash. 

Routine News Is Bearish. 

The routine news of the day was mainly 

Weather and crop conditions were 
all that could be desired, and spring wheat 
reports were decidedly encouraging. Tem- 
peratures northwest were lower, and rains 
along the 800“ road were beneficial. Much 
winter wheat is being consigned to Chicago, 
the high prices prevailing being idedly: 
attractive to growers and country. lers. 
Foreign news, moreover, was indicative of 
lower prices abroad, and English and conti- 
nental markets were generally a little easier. 
Russia is offering large quantities of wheat | 
much under the basis of prices on this side, 
and reports suggest that country will be a 
big competitor in the world's markets again 
this year. Receipts here were 88 cars, with 
187 cars promised for today. Arrivals at 
all points were much less than a year ago 
at 702,000 bu. 

On the decline many resting export orders 
were encountered and sales were larger than 
for some time, estimates of the amount 
worked ranging all the way from 96,000 bu to 
1,200,000 bu. While there was doubtless a 
substantial quantity worked from Chicago, 
Duluth, Kansas City, and the seaboard, the 
outside estimate was probably much exag- 
gerated.
